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Zion's Peace and Prosperity 


‘Peace be within thy walls, and pros- 
perity within thy palaces,” Psa. 122:7. 
INTRODUCTION 

This is a song of the Psalmist David 
expressing his love for Jerusalem and the 
house of God; David had become great- 
ly attached to the city of Jerusalem and 
the house of God, until he longed and 
hungered for the day of the Assembly. 
He exclaims, “I was glad when they said 
unto me, Let us go into the house of the 
Lord,” v. 1. 

We, The Church of God, should have 
such love for the house of God, which 
is the Church of the living God, that we 
should be glad for the day to come for 
us to go to Chattanooga to the house 
of God to the General Assembly. David, 
in speaking to the Jewish nation, said, 
“Our feet shall stand within thy gates, 
O Jerusalem.” Every Church of God 
member should put forth an effort to 
attend the house of God, not only the 
Assembly but the local churches. Even 
as David was loyal and devoted to the 
services of God and Jerusalem, so should 
every one be loyal to the Church. As the 
word “Zion” means Jerusalem, it means 
the Church of God also. “Jerusalem is 
builded as a city that is compact to- 
gether,” v. 3. So is the Church of God 
“in whom all the building fitly framed 
together groweth unto an holy temple 
in the Lord” (Eph. 2:21), “from whom 
the whole body fitly joined together and 
compacted by that which every joint 
supplieth, according to the effectual 
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working in the measure of every part, 
maketh increase of the body unto the 
edifying of itself in love” (Eph. 4:16). 
NOTICE THE BLESSING DESIRED: 
PEACE AND PROSPERITY 

The object of this prayer or song of 
David’s was Jerusalem, God’s holy Zion, 
v. 6. This was a place where the tribes 
assembled. It was a place where God was 
feared. It was a place where God was 
loved and glorified. It was a striking 
type of the Church of God, a place 
where every member should assemble, 
not to gossip and visit and find fault 
of someone, but to fear, honor, glorify 
and praise God. (Note the text.) Its 
elevation, its royalty, its walls, its privi- 
leges, and its services all pointed to the 
true Jerusalem, the New Testament 
Zion, The Church of God, the spiritual 
house of the Lord; and the blessings so 
devoutly desired on her behalf are two. 

1. “Peace be within thy walls.” Peace 
is the opposite of confusion, hostility, 
and strife. Peace signifies quietness, tran- 
quility and harmony (Psa. 133). Peace 
is highly important in a nation. Let us 
look at war-torn Spain today, all this 
is for the lack of peace. Europe is cry- 
ing for peace. America’s peace is great- 
ly disturbed by the clouds of war and 
thunder of dictatorship. But, “There is 
no peace, saith my God, to the wicked” 
(Isa. 57:21). Yet, on the other hand, 
the Lord will give strength to His peo- 
ple. The Lord will bless His people 
with peace (Psa. 29:11). Not only 


will He bless His people with peace, but 
He will keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is stayed on Him. Peace is needed 
in the homes as well as the nation. Many 
homes are destitute of peace and com- 
fort, for the reason that there is no 
God, no Christ, no spirit of love, no 
Christians, no family altar, and no 
prayers offered. A home without these 
is a home of confusion, troubles, dis- 
contentment, sorrow, woes. It is un- 
happy because there is nothing there to 
make it happy. Jesus is our peace. It is 
through Him and Him alone that we 
can have peace, peace in the nation, in 
the home, in the Church, and in our 
souls. 

There has often been discord and con- 
tention in the Church. We see this at 
Rome. “Now we beseech you, brethren, 
mark them which cause divisions and 
offences contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned; and avoid them. For 
they that are such serve not our Lord 
Jesus Christ, but their own belly; and 
by good words and fair speeches de- 
ceive the heart of the simple,” Rom. 16: 
iv. 3% 

We also see this in the Church of God 
at Corinth. Here the contention was 
over whose disciples they were, for one 
saith, “I am of Paul,” and another, “I 
of Apollos;” arguing over who was 
their preacher. I want to say right here, 
that when a church gets into this state 
of mind, or heart, they are not sancti-

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Ministerial Helps or a Good Minister 


INTRODUCTION 

The writer herewith sets forth these 
lessons as a preparatory study for pros- 
pective ministers and beginners in the 
ministry. 

In one of the kingdom parables that 
Jesus used by way of explanation, we 
find the phrase “Occupy till I come” 
employed. Therefore, we understand that 
Jesus had such a purpose in a church and 
its ministry—to occupy until He comes 
again. He adapted a means to attain to 
an end, and among the many Bible quo- 
tations with reference to such an at- 
tainment, we insist that the student make 
a special note of Isa. 42:4. 

Good ministers are very essential to 
good churches. It is said that a church 
never gets above or excels its pastor. 
There may be a few exceptions to that 
rule or proverb, but it is generally de- 
pendable. 

You are about to, or have responded 
to a call that reflects God’s confidence 
in you. Therefore, you should “study to 
shew yourself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed,” by being able to rightly di- 
vide the Word, 2 Tim. 2:15, relative 
to all the practical and doctrinal teach- 
ing that Paul sets forth in his first let- 
ter to the young bishop Timothy. He 
says, “If thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these things, thou shalt 
be a good minister of Jesus Christ, nour- 
ished up in the word of faith and of good 
doctrine, whereunto thou hast attained.” 
Then, to be truly and really a good min- 
ister one would necessarily have to pos- 
sess a reasonable amount of the several 
qualities that are prescribed in the Bible 
as characteristics of good ministers. 

A minister is a servant, whether he be 
a good one or not so good, therefore, he 
may be, and will be, either instrumental 
or detrimental to his charges that he has 
accepted as servant to. 

At Heb. 1:7 we find one quality of a 
good minister referred to as A FLAME 
OF FIRE, therefore, ministers should 
seek a very close communion and fel- 
lowship with God and the Holy Spirit. 
That zeal, fire, and unction will freight 
and empower their messages. 

At Col. 4:7 another quality is referred 
to as FAITHFUL. In this letter Paul 
gives instructions to those in the Church 
at that time who were masters, with re- 
gard to their attitude toward their 
slaves or servants, warning them against 
partiality, and also to walk in wisdom to- 
ward them that are without (the 
church), and to employ graceful speech 
in answering others. He refers to 
a certain FAITHFUL minister who will 
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declare unto them more fully his state. 

At 2 Cor. 3:6 the able minister is re- 
ferred to. Verse 5 says, “Not that we 
are sufficient of ourselves . . . but our 
sufficiency is of God.” Therefore, 
though ever so valuable, necessary, and 
essential as diligent study may be to at- 
tain to that of a good minister, it is far 
from being sufficient of itself. Our final 
completeness is of God. Then, we con- 
clude that both mental and _ spiritual 
qualifications are essential to a good 
minister, and the more of each the bet- 
ter. 

Paul charges Timothy to “preach the 
word.” Now all that might be considered 
the Word may not always be found as 
such and such chapter and verse. It will 
be remembered that there was no such 
thing as a New Testament containing so 
many books, chapters and verses at the 
time this letter was written. Then, to 
Timothy, a command to _ preach the 
Word meant the same thing as a com- 
mand to speak the things which become 
sound doctrine did to Titus. 

In your ministry, many questions may 
arise relative to the propriety or impro- 
priety of certain things which are not 
specifically treated in the Church’s disci- 
pline (New Testament), however, if you 
are able to correctly determine and por- 
tray either their becoming or unbecom- 
ing aspect to sound doctrine, you are 
preaching, or rather defending God’s 
Word. The thought is: Paul did not con- 
fine Titus to just preach sound doctrine, 
but also the things which become or are 
becoming to sound doctrine. 

It is also best for a minister to give 
himself entirely to his ministry. See 
Paul’s instruction to Timothy: ““No man 
that warreth entangleth himself with the 
affairs of this life,” 2 Tim. 2:4. Why 
not? Because of the fact that in so do- 
ing he is unable to please Him who hath 
chosen him to be a soldier, and in like 
manner the Lord hath chosen you. If 
He needs and wants you at all, He wants 
your full time. 

REGARDING MINUTES AND SUPPLE- 

MENT 

To review or copy any part of our 
Minutes or Supplement is not the pur- 
pose of this outline of instructions to 
prospective ministers and beginners in 
the ministry, therefore, we advise a 
thorough and diligent study of it also. 


PART I 
Presuming that you have read and 
closely studied the introduction, we 
shall proceed. 
We refer you to the two following 
chapters in their order as a basis for our 
first lesson: Eph. 4:7, 8, 11, 12, 13; 


Rom. 12:6, 7, 8. 

Comment. Eph. 4:8 refers to gifts be- 
ing given unto men. We shall notice 
“gifts” is in the plural (more than one). 
At verse 11 five are referred to and Paul 
discriminates them by name: apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors, and teach- 
ers. Verse 7 shows those as so many min- 
isterial gifts, and each being supported 
by a proper proportion of grace. Verse 
12 states the purpose. Such gifts are for: 
1. Perfecting of saints; 2. Work of the 
ministry; 3. Edification of the body 
(Church) ; verse 13, for the effecting of 
more unity, faith, and knowledge, ulti- 
mately resulting in fullness of the meas- 
ure of the stature of Christ. 

Comment: Rom. 12:6 says, “Having 
then gifts (plural) differing according 
to the grace that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, let us prophesy according to 
the proportion of faith; or ministry, let 
us wait on our ministering; or he that 
teacheth, on teaching; or he that ex- 
horteth, on exhortation: he that giveth, 
let him do it with simplicity; he that 
ruleth, with diligence; he that shew- 
eth mercy, with cheerfulness.” Paul be- 
ing the author of both letters, explains 
their similarity. 

Comment: Verse 6 also refers to the 
plurality of gifts and their proportion 
of faith and grace. Verse 8 also discrimi- 
nates between them in substance along 
the same line as at Eph. 4:11. The next 
point of importance in this study is 
verse 7. 

Let Us Warr On Our M:NISTERING 

Your call and anointing is for one, or 
possibly more, of those ministerial gifts. 
Then, we understand Paul to be laying 
special stress on the necessity and pro- 
priety of each minister knowing his spe- 
cial call and waiting on that. In other 
words, if you are an exhorter, work at 
that; or an evangelist, do that; and not 
be meddling with the pastor or some 
other official’s affairs. 

Different church bodies vary some in 
their names and titles of different min- 
isterial gifts. However, all, more or less, 
are similar to the following: exhorters, 
evangelists, deacons, bishops, or regular 
ordained ministers. We shall now con- 
sider the call, qualifications, and work 
of each in their respective order. 


PART II 

EXHORTER 
In the true sense of the word, an ex- 
horter may be anyone who is able to lay 
special stress on the necessity of con- 
forming to a certain need or requirement, 
as did Paul thus: “Therefore I thought 
it necessary to exhort the brethren, that

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Thoughts on Prayer 


“Prayer changes things.” How often 
have we heard that! It is indeed true 
Elijah prayed, and God withheld the 
rain. There was a great drought. It lasted 
for three years and six months. He 
prayed again, and the rain came. It was 
through prayer that the rain was with- 
held, and it was in answer co prayer that 
the clouds gathered and the rain fell. 

The children of Israel cried unto God 
and God heard their cry. He raised up 
deliverer after deliverer. Every «deliverer 
that God raised up was raised uj. -n an- 
swer to prayer. 

David sinned. He prayed, and God for- 
gave him. Solomon needed wisdom. He 
prayed, and God gave it to him. Heze- 
kiah was sick. He prayed, and God 
healed him. 

Skeptics have said that God does nat 
hear and answer prayer. They have ridi- 
culed the idea. They have told us thar 
God has established certain laws, the 
laws of nature, and that God does not 
set aside His own laws, but that He 
works in harmony with them. It might 
be said in reply that it is indeed true 
that God works in harmony with His 
own laws, but that one of His immutable 
laws which He has established and 
through which He has worked and still 
works is that He immutably answers 
prayer. 

The question need not be argued. We 
have so many evidences that it pays to 
pray, that God hearkens unto the cries 
of His people, and that there can be no 
progress in the things of God without 
prayer, no gracious outpouring of the 
Spirit without prayer, no wonderful 
manifestations of the divine presence and 
power unless people pray, it seems to us 
that when the call goes forth at a time 
of real need every child of God should 
bestir himself or herself and get under 
the burden and begin to pray, and that 
the praying should continue until the 
heavens give rain and the shout of vic- 
tory is heard in Israel’s camp. 

Revivals have ever come in answer to 
prayer. It is quite safe to say that there 
has never been a gracious revival any- 
where, a real revival where people have 
refused or neglected to pray. John Knox 
prayed and Queen Mary trembled. She 
feared the prayers of this man of God 
more than she feared the armies of her 
foes. John Wesley prayed and a gra- 
cious wave of revival swept over Eng- 
land and its benign influences extended

NEWS FROM THE CHURCH 
OF GOD IN INDIA 


Extracts from a letter from our San- 
yasi dated May 6, 1838: 

One and a half miles from the town 
of Nellore there is a village called Kon- 
dayapalen. A revival is going on there. 
It was first started by Maryamma who 
is the only Pentecostal lady in Nellore. 
This is a Baptist church. We are con- 
ducting meetings in the church... . 
I started tarrying meetings and nearly 
fifteen confessed their sins openly and 
nearly twenty are waiting for the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. Seven received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit with 
speaking in tongues, including the pas- 
tor of the church, last week. 

Daily, four meetings are going on 
. . « » People are inviting me from other 
villages. Many are coming to see. I re- 
quest you to pray earnestly so that the 
fire will catch the town. 

I am sorry to say that the heat here 
for the last five days has been above 
limit. I am pushing on every day. If not 
this thrilling work I would have gone 
to a cool place some 200 miles north 
.... Pray for my greater sanctifica- 
tion and power... . 

In a letter dated June 17, he writes, 
in part: 

You might have heard about the work 
here in the village and afterwards it 
started in the city. There are two big 
Baptist churches in the city and some 
branch churches. Yesterday we had a 
public tarrying meeting for which de- 
sirous people came from both churches 
. . . » Many are anxious to know more 
about the truth.... 

Brothers, do you know how difficult 
it is here to convince and get a soul, i. 
e., even a poor illiterate man or woman? 
They are all emerged in horrible sin, 
even the so-called Christians... . It 
is so hard for them to leave their sin 
and yield to our teaching. Every envir- 
onment is full of sin which is so at- 
tractive. You take me in your hearty 
prayer so that I fall not from faith and 
holiness. There is much attack from 
Russell, Seventh Day, Modernists and 


Atheists. The souls whom the Lord 
caught are very sincere... . 
It is rainy and cool here... . Say 


about the work here to the Bible class to 
be prayed for. Pray so that miracles may 
be done in His name . . . . From morn- 
ing till 10:00 p. m. I have no rest. One 
single man has to answer the argu- 
ments and questions of the whole city 


Extracts from letters from a worker 
in the Tamil field: 

Nakanari, May 24, 1938 

In the meetings conducted during the 
week-days the Lord worked. A teacher 
who has passed the final school examina- 
tion and who is now drawing Rs. 20 per 
month gave his heart to the Lord. His 
wife has gone up to the 4th standard. 
Both of them are now attending our 
meetings. Before he was working against 
us. Now the Lord has taken hold of 
them... . 

His mother, three sisters and his fa- 
ther joined together and sent him out 
of their house to-day. He has been or- 
dered not to go into their house again 
if they ever go for Pentecostal meetings. 
The pastor will not give him his job. 

When I told him that I shall send him 
to the Bible School . . he finally agreed 
to it. Even at the loss of his job or 
property, he is determined to follow Je- 
sus... . A friend of his, a teacher al- 
so, got saved and is now attending our 
meetings. This man’s mother has begun 
to persecute him. 

An elder of theirs who got their 
church built up, first opposed us but 
afterwards kept me awake one night by 
asking various questions. I trusted in 
the Lord and expounded the Word of 
God to him. As a result of this he also 
left the C. M. S. church. He sends his 
children to our meetings and he himself 
comes secretly. He is now saying that 
we should arrange for tarrying meet- 
ings. This elder is erecting a building at 
his own expense for holding meetings. 
Many others are coming to the meetings 
daily so I am not going anywhere else 


I have great weakness. I eat only 
twice every day and that with great 
difficulty. I am perspiring day and 
night . . . . My health is all run down 
. ... I rejoice, because all this is for 
the Lord. 

In a later letter he writes: 

Last week Brother Benjamin came to 
Mangudi. On Thursday he came to 
Nakanari and we had meetings there till 
Sunday. Since there were some to be 
baptized, we thought it better to have 
the baptismal service at Mangudi as the 
whole village at Nakanari was against 
us. The village people even wanted me 
to be beaten... 

Two who wanted to get baptized are 
teachers of the English school. Their 
wives also decided to be baptized. Satur- 
day night some people came to our as- 
senibly meeting with the intention of 
beating them, but they could not do so. 
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The next day (Sunday) while we were 
going with these two teachers and their 
wives for baptism, their parents and some 
of their relatives met us on the road and 
severely beat the sisters. Then they took 
the two women to their home and locked 
them up in a room. The poor sisters did 
not even shed tears but they praised the 
Lord since they had a chance to suffer 
for their Lord. They even received some 
wounds on their bodies. 

By His grace we marched on and 
came to Mangudi where we were re- 
ceived by the saints from Idayankulam 
and Mangudi. We _ had a very blessed 
meeting in a tamarind grove. By four 
o’clock the meeting was finished, then 
we:went for the baptismal service. Five 
were baptized, of whom three are 
teachers. After the baptismal service we 
came back to the same place where we 
had the meeting and everybody partook 
of the feast without any caste distinc- 
tion. Then we started with the Lord’s 
Supper service and that was over by 
10:30 p. m. 

The brethren are not letting me go 
to any other place but I am not well. I 
am getting very much reduced, because 
of the unbearable heat I am suffering, 
but when I see the number of souls get- 
ting saved, my heart is rejoicing and I. 
am even ready to die here if my Lord 
gives me more souls... . 

At Nakanari the owner of the house 
where we are residing got saved and he 
decided to give the house for our 
brethren without any rent... . 


Chengannur P. O. Travancore State, 
S. India, June 29, 1938. 
Beloved coworkers in the homeland: 

We believe you will rejoice as you 
read the above letters from our workers. 
Nellore is in the Telegu field and we 
trust that you will take this work upon 
your hearts and pray much that the 
Lord will use our brother laboring there 
more and more in this last hour. Also 
pray that the Lord will raise up more 
laborers to help reap the whitened har- 
vest. The climate in this field, as well 
as that of the part of the Tamil field 
where the other brother is laboring, is 
different from that of Travancore and 
also the food is quite different so those 
who labor in these parts have to make 
some sacrifices for the Lord. 

Please pray much for the work in the 
district in the Tamil field. About $10 
has been given for a church building in 
Mangudi from the building fund we are 
receiving but since there are so many 
other*needs for property and buildings, 
we have not yet been able to fulfill our 
promise to give them $75 to build a 
meeting place. The site for building has 
been given by them and they will give 
their tithes also toward the building— 
some they have already gathered. At

fied. ‘For ye are yet carnal: for where- 
as there is among you envying, and 
strife, and division, are ye not yet car- 
nal, and walk as men?” I Cor. 3:3. 


I fully believe that when it comes 
time to change pastors every church 
member should be sanctified along this 
line, and pray for God to send them the 
man they need and not the one they 
think they want, for the very man we 
don’t want may be the very one that 
we need and will do us the most good. 
But, sorry to say, there are some mem- 
bers of the Church who do not feel this 
way about it. 

2. “Prosperity within thy palaces.” 
Prosperity is the Church growing, ad- 
vancing, increasing in friends, conquer- 
ing her foes, walking in the light as He 
is in the light, living the life before a 
dying world, and glorying in none 
other than the cross of¢ Jesus Christ. 
When the whole Church is continuing 
steadfast in the apostles’ doctrine and 
the breaking of bread and of prayer, and 
the good fellowship of the early church, 
then, and then only, will there be peace 
within her walls, and prosperity within 
her palaces. Where these exist in any 
church there is a revival continually and 
the Lord adds to the church daily such 
as should be saved. 


THE EVIDENCE OF PEACE WITH- 
IN HER WALLS AND PROSPERITY 
WITHIN HER PALACES 


When may it be said that the Church 
is enjoying peace and prosperity? 

1. When unity and love prevail with- 
in the Church; when the members of 
the Church act and feel that they are 
members of one holy family; when their 
souls are knit together in love as one 
soul, even as Jonathan’s and David's; 
when there is only one happy atmosphere 
that they all breathe and enjoy; when 
there is only one aim in view by the 


whole Church. See Phil. 3:15-17. 


2. When church and Sunday School 
are cheerfully and regularly attended by 
the members; when the holy tribes go 
up with joy to the house of our Lord, 
and God’s courts are crowded with 
spiritual worshipers, engaged in public 
services of the most high God; when 
every one feels that it is God’s banquet- 
ing house and the gate of heaven to the 
soul. 

3. When the members of the Church 
are growing in the knowledge of God’s 
divine Truth and holiness, having our 
minds illuminated and our hearts soft- 
ened and warmed by the fire of the 
Holy Ghost, and our lives fully conse- 
crated to the cause for which He died, 
and our whole soul rising more and 
more into the life and Spirit of God. 
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THE MEANS OF THE CHURCH’S 
PROMOTION 

How is the peace and prosperity of 
the Church to be secured? The govern- 
ment of the Church is a great wall of 
protection to them that are within. The 
text furnishes an example. Let her 
friends (those who are without) say, 
“Peace be within thy walls.” 

“Let them say it literally, Let their 
words be words of peace and good will. 
Let the lips of every one express a desire 
for her welfare. Let it be the language of 
every heart and every power and fac- 
ulty. 

Let every feeling be identified with it 
and consecrated to it. Let every eye see 
for it, and every ear hear for it, and 
every heart beat for it, and every mem- 
ory remember for it. See Psa. 137:5, 6. 

Let it be the langauge of our life. We 
must embody our wishes in practices, 
practicing every teaching of the 
Church. Be fervent in prayer to God and 
in attending to every duty that is as- 
signed to a Christian. We must be zeal- 
ous for the Church in order to extend 
her cords and to bring strangers within 
her happy gates. 

We must express the language of the 
text as it is placed before us. We must 
say, ‘Peace be within thy walls,” AND 
THEN, “prosperity within thy palaces.” 
The latter can only proceed from the 
former. There can be no prosperity to 
any church unless that church is in 
unity and harmony with God’s divine 
Truth and love. Storms of contentions 
will destroy the unity and love of any 
church, and lay waste the garden of the 
Lord; THEN, let peace be secure and 
prosperity is certain. 

Oh, how important that we possess 
the spirit of the text! How desirable, on 
God’s account, that His name be magni- 
fied, and on the Church’s account, that 
her holy walls be raised up, and on the 
sinner’s account, that he may be at- 
tracted and desire to have the blessing 
and become a member of her, and on 
our own account, that we may enjoy the 
blessings of the Lord, FOR THEY 
THAT LOVE THE LORD SHALL 
PROSPER.

they would go before unto you, and 
make up beforehand your bounty,” 2 
Cor. 9:5. Or as Paul commands Titus 
to exhort young men to be sober-minded, 
and servants to be obedient to their own 
masters, Titus 2:6-9. In view of these 
and other scriptures, we have licensed ex- 
horters. Some may issue such, or work- 
ers’ licenses, and so on. The licensed ex- 
horter in The Church of God is author- 
ized to exhort and console as opportuni- 
ty affords. Such a gift and anointing is 
underestimated by many people. No 
doubt such a ministry has been the 
means of bringing numberless thousands 
to Jesus Christ. 
As OPPORTUNITY AFFORDS 

The person with a special anointing 
to exhort and console may not necessarily 
feel impressed to launch out unreserved- 
ly into the ministry, but as opportunity 
under various circumstances is afforded, 
they are ready and qualified to fill the 
need, to make full proof of their min- 
istry. 

Both male and female are eligible for 
this recognition and license if call and 
qualifications are evident. 

PART III 
EVANGELIST 

The word “evangelist” means “a 
preacher of the gospel; specifically a 
traveling missionary, an evangelizer, a 
revivalist” —Webster; or ministers of 
the Church who assisted the apostles in 
spreading the gospel, or evangelists of 
our Lord, Jesus Christ. Acts 21:8; Eph. 
4:11; .2 Tim. 4:5; Bible Concordance. 
Therefore, the ministry of the evangelist 
seems to be more far-reaching in_ its 
scope than does that of the exhorter. 
The qualified evangelist also has the 
qualifications of an exhorter. 

The evangelist should also wait on his 
ministry, make full proof—however, 
many times it is the case that a licensed 
evangelist has been assigned to another 
phase of ministerial work—a pastorate. 
In that event his instructions will appear 
along with that relative to other min- 
isterial qualifications. 

An evangelist should have one pur- 
pose only in his ministry—that of win- 
ning souls to Christ. Plant and water, 
1 Cor. 3:6. So many evangelists seem to 
be under the impression that skinning, 
digging into, and straightening out the 
church that happens to be the misfor- 
tunate one in calling him for a revival, 
is the proper attitude of his ministry; 
but this is not so. The pastor calls an 
evangelist for a revival in view of get- 
ting his church built up, spiritually and 
numerically. Possibly the evangelist does 
see some things existing in this particu- 
lar church that isn’t exactly pleasing, or 
as it should be, but such is the pastor’s 
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business. It may be possible that as a last 
resort the pastor engaged him for a re- 
vival. 

A good minister (evangelist) will do 
his very best to be a blessing to the pas- 
tor and church with whom he is tarry- 
ing. If so, both will look anxiously for- 
ward to his return. On the other hand, 
a good minister (pastor) will do his very 
best for the good evangelist referred to. 
He will do all in his power to see that 
the evangelist is reasonably cared for in 
a financial way. A pastor should not 
begrudge the evangelist a fair and rea- 
sonable remuneration. Neither should 
he try to burden his people to death with 
every budget he can think of during the 
revival. An evangelist with any degree 
of sensitiveness will quickly understand 
the purpose. Certainly, there is some 
overhead expense that necessarily has to 
be cared for as they go along, but let 
as many ride as you can very well afford 
for the time being. Evangelists as a rule, 
work better when they see that they are 
appreciated by the people with whom 
they are working. As James puts it, They 


can see your faith and appreciation 
through your works better than any 
other way. 

PART IV 

DEACON 


A Bible concordance refers to the 6th 
chapter of Acts as to the first deacons 
made. The 3d verse gives their qualifi- 
cations: “honest report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom.” Also, Paul, at 1 
Tim. 3:8, says, “Grave, not double 
tongued, not given to much wine, not 
greedy of filthy lucre, faith in a pure 
conscience,” good home ruler, one grave, 
sober, faithful wife, and one only. 

The word “deacon” is not used in the 
6th chapter of the Acts, however, the 
situation there finally develops into such 
as to make necessary such officials as we 
now term deacons. However, if Phillip 
was at first only a deacon appointed to 
look after financial and material inter- 
ests of the first church, we know rhat 
very soon afterward he was called and 
anointed a great evangelist and immedi- 
ately went to work as such. At Acts 8: 
§ he is preaching in the great revival at 
Samaria. But the original setting forth 
and appointing of those seven were not 
for ministers of the gospel because of 
the very fact that their appointing was 
made necessary for the relief of minis- 
ters of the gospel of such work as is re- 
ferred to as hindrances to them. See, the 
church called, or selected them. The 
apostles appointed them. Ministers of the 
gospel are divinely called. 

At Phil. 1:1 Paul addresses a letter to 
all the saints in Christ Jesus which are 
at Philippi, with the bishops and dea- 
cons. Then, as we move on to the next 
and last reference to deacons in the New 
Testament and study it seriously, we are 
forced to the conclusion that deacons are 
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a very specially fit and qualified servant 
of the Church, and as in the first church 
at Jerusalem, a great aid and-blessing to 
both church and pastor. A church that 
can look out among themselves and find 
men of such quality are very fortunate. 
But until such is to be had, I would ad- 
vise that no steps be taken in that di- 
rection for it is my opinion that to have 
unqualified deacons is far worse than 
none at all. Just continue using first one 
and another, or all. This is the proving 
process anyway. If no one is ever prov- 
en, just continue the process. 
EXTENT OF AUTHORITY 

Deacons are never to assume authori- 
ty or “bossiness” over the pastor. They 
are assistants, subordinates. They seem 
to the pastor and church similar to what 
the brick and mortar carriers mean to 
the mason. 

It is not to be assumed that ordained 
deacons are strictly essential to the 
church any more than evangelists and 
bishops are essential to a church body 
or organization. Two or more good dea- 
cons are very instrumental to a church 
but not entirely essential. 

PART V 

“Bishop” is from the Greek and means 
“overseer.” A secular term of Greek 
administration, it is used in a general 
sense at Acts 20:28 but in Phil. 1:1 
and the pastoral epistles has a technical 
meaning, or the title of the second-grade 
of church official—under the apostles 
but over the deacons. In the New Tes- 
tament it is synonymous with elder.— 
Bible Concordance. 

Bishops cover several phases of over- 
seer work; namely, 

General overseer—Pastor 
State overseer—Pastor 
District overseer—Pastor 
Local overseer—Pastor. 

Of the four phases of overseer work, 
we shall say more of the duties and 
qualifications of the local overseer, or 
pastor, since his necessary qualifications 
are highly essential to the others. We be- 
lieve we are safe in saying that the suc- 
cess or failure of a church depends on 
the ability and qualifications of its pas- 
tor 90%. One of the main lessons a pas- 
tor or overseer needs to learn is that 
a minister of any kind is a servant, and 
especially pastors and overseers. 

Mark 10:35-45 

We suggest that the student read 
these ten verses over and over again. You 
will note in the 42d verse that Jesus re- 
fers them to the spirit and position of 
Gentile rulers—one of lordship and en- 
forced authority. But it is not that way 
in His position of authority and great- 
ness (rulership)—but whoso among you 
is great will be the minister. The chiefest 
will be the servant. 

Fruits oF THE SPIRIT 

There are seventeen works of the flesh 

and we should do our best against being 
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brought under the power of any. There 
are nine fruits of the Spirit and we 
should do our best to produce as many as 
possible, especially longsuffering, gen- 
tleness, and meekness. However, meek- 
ness doesn’t mean weakness. Neither does 
longsuffering infer no end to a thing, 
but they do evidence the Spirit of God 
controlling our judicial authority. 
Where the Spirit of God is having its 
way, even in dealing with and bringing 
carnal things to the standard, there is, 
by far, a greater hope of healing than 
when it is done otherwise. 


2 Tim. 2:24, 25 

Here Paul says to Timothy, “And the 
servant of the Lord must not strive, 
but be gentle unto all men, apt to teach, 
patient in meekness, instructing those 
that oppose themselves.” At first thought 
one might judge meekness and gentle- 
ness to be a double term or word for the 
same thing, but there is a decided dif- 
ference. However, they are somewhat 
related. A good definition of the two is 
as follows: Meekness is an inward, pas- 
sive thing, whereas gentleness is an out- 
ward, active thing, or rather, geatleness 
might be called meekness at work as 
faithfulness is faith at work. Patience 
and longsuffering also favor quite a bit. 
As said elsewhere in this study, long- 
suffering is not a quality that knows no 
end, but it is a quality endued with 
plenty of patience and love. Charity 
(love) suffereth long (longsuffering). 
Trouble is inevitable if love is absent on 
the part of either the pastor or church. 
It is more difficult to suffer long where 
love is lacking than where is it abound- 
ing. It bears, believes, hopes, and en- 
dures. It is the more excellent way. 
Then, love with service and service with 
love will be the result. If the pastor 
happens to be of a brittle, hasty, crack- 
the-whip kind of a nature and spirit 
that can’t meekly and gently bear with 
the many irregularities, a reasonable time 
at least, and thinks every disorder just 
must be regulated to perfect tune and 
harmony in the twinkling of an eye, he 
had better take up evangelistic work and 
try that awhile. It may be that he has 
missed his calling. I learned a long while 
ago (at dear cost, however) that a lit- 
tle time is very essential to healing and 
that most everybody was made before I 
was a maker. The following parable is 
food for thought along this line: 

A certain man had two sons. He came 
to the first and said, “Son, go work to- 
day in my vineyard.” He answered and 
said, “I will not.” But afterward he re- 
pented and went. He came to the second 
and said likewise, and he answered and 
said, “I go, sir,” and went not. Matt. 21: 
28-30. 

The particular feature of this parable 
we are at present interested in is “‘after- 
wards he repented and went.” A little 
love, patience, and longsuffering prac- 
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ticed here on the part of one, gave time 
for repentance and a change of attitude 
and purpose on the part of the other, 
and the result was far more satisfactory 
on the part of the first son than it 
would have been if the father had im- 
mediately, in a rash domineering crack- 
of-the-whip fashion, set about to enforce 
obedience. Yes, there is undoubtedly a 
perfect work in patience. See James 1:4. 
“Ye have need of patience,” Heb. 10: 
36. “Follow after patience,” 1 Tim. 6: 
11. “In your patience possess ye your 
soul,” Luke 21:19. 
RESULT 

“As ministers of God in much pa- 
tience,” 2 Cor. 6:4. “Bring forth fruit 
with patience,” Luke 8:15. 

A pastor should never use the occasion 
of the pulpit to give vent to his un- 
spiritual feelings that he has allowed 
to be wrought up over a lot of unpleas- 
ant circumstances that he has of late 
become aware of. If it develops that you 
have a greater zeal and ability for preach- 
ing at folks than to folks, I advise that 
you set about at once to correct that. 
Such a practice is extremely detrimental 
to a good minister. Yea, it is disastrous. 


CHURCH CONFERENCES and 
BUSINESS MEETINGS 

Tact and wisdom are potential fac- 
tors in pastoral church management. It 
is possible to be a very brilliant, gifted 
sermonizer with eloquence and oratory 
equal to that of Daniel Webster or Hen- 
ry Clay, and, yet, a complete failure as 
a pastor, either general, state, district, 
or local. Being able to ascend the starry 
heights by way of Jacob’s ladder, rac- 
ing back and forth across the Milky 
Way and from end to end, thereby rais- 
ing such a fog of star dust until we can 
proceed no further by reason of the tu- 
multous shouts that are likely to be go- 
ing up from the graciously fed saints 
of our congregation, is not, within it- 
self, by any means, the only qualifica- 
tion necessary to a good pastor or over- 
seer. However, such ability and quali- 
fications are very admirable and helpful 
to any phase of the ministry, and I 
would that more of us had them. But 
should you have that ministerial gift 
and ability, and that alone, I would sug- 
gest that you get into the evangelistic 
field at once, for it is possible for a real 
good church to go on the rocks quickly 
while being served by a GOOD preach- 
er but no pastor. 

Churches vary very much relative to 
size and financial holdings, therefore, 
pastoral work with some is more diffi- 
cult than with others. Some very small 
churches, that may not have more than 
two or three male adult members, are 
less able to handle their church work in 
a satisfactory way than one with a larg- 
er active membership. However, all pas- 
tors should use every precaution possible 
to avoid being drawn into either certain 
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side of a church disorder, general or per- 
sonal, thereby holding himself in reserve 
as a mediator. 


CHURCH GRIEVANCES 

Church grievances generally come 
under one of two heads—general or per- 
sonal. General offences are such as vio- 
late the rules and doctrine of the Church 
as a body, affecting each member equal- 
ly. Personal offences are such as con- 
cern only those who are personally in- 
volved. We might say they are more or 
less of a civil nature. In the following 
we shall outline a sham offense of each 
nature and a proper procedure in mak- 
ing a final disposition of each. 

Example 1, GENERAL OFFENCE 

Brother M is pastor and moderator of 
all business affairs of the church unless 
under certain circumstances he is dis- 
qualified. In this event any licensed or 
ordained minister of the Church can 
moderate. Male adult membership consists 
of Brothers A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, J, 
K, L, (maybe more or less). In one of 
the monthly men’s business meetings 
(first Monday night or as the case may 
be), along with a number of matters re- 
ferred to for their consideration and 
final disposition, it develops that Brother 
I is using tobacco. It may be well veri- 
fied hearsay, or it may be that some of: 
the brethren have seen him with their 
own eyes indulging. Brother I may hap- 
pen to be present, or he may not. Likely 
he is not if the rumors are actually true. 
The matter is referred to and by agree- 
ment of the board present, a committee 
of at least two is appointed by the mod- 
erator (pastor) to make a personal ef- 
fort to get the accused Brother I to re- 
pent of his sin and appear at church at 
the earliest convenient time, and make 
a public confession and apology of the 
deed. If such is the result, the commit- 
tee served their trust well. There is noth- 
ing more of that affair and the commit- 
tee makes its favorable report to the same 
body at their next meeting. However, 
it could be that Brother I, in the 
meantime, has failed his promise, possi- 
bly made known his change of attitude. 
In that event the board takes the mat- 
ter up again and prefers charges against 
Brother I for using tobacco, or whatever 
it might have been. These charges are 
served on Brother I by the moderator. 
He is also notified of the time and place 
that he is to be dealt with. He has the 
privilege of being present and making 
his defense if he cares to. At the ap- 
pointed time the board meets and the 
case is taken up. Brother I may not be 
present. If not, and no reasonable ex- 
cuse is in evidence, the board acts one 
way or another on the motions that have 
been made by members of the board. If, 
on the other hand, Brother I is present, 
all evidence produced is heard, after 
which motions are in order and the 
board takes action one way or another. 
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If in this example the transgressor and 
defendant should have been Sister I, the 
appointment of a committee of sisters 
to perform the same duty as that per- 
formed by the committee of brethren 
would be entirely in order. However, in 
this case all motions of final rulings are 
left entirely up to the board of male 
members. 
Example 2, PERSONAL OFFENCE 

The difference here is between Brother 
A and Brother B. There are many and 
various ways for such disorders, but the 
following outline will be applicable to 
any and all alike. 


Party oF THE First Part 

In most every case of this nature 
(personal difference) you will find one 
of the parties more seriously concerned 
about getting the matter out of the way 
and fellowship being restored than the 
other. However, there are some exceptions 
to this. But to say the most of it, there 
will only be one condition prevailing of 
three that are possible. That, one, or both, 
or neither. Where only one is seriously 
concerned about an adjustment, he, of 
course, is the one to make the effort at 
reconciliation. Where both are equally 
concerned, both will put forth an ef- 
fort. This, of course, is more likely to 
effect reconciliation and fellowship 
without further effort. Where neither 
seems to be concerned, but on the other 
hand continues to agitate and irritate, it 
develops into a general offence and 
should be handled and brought to a 
state of reconciliation and fellowship on 
the part of one or both, or as many as 
are concerned, or else those of the con- 
trary part be disfellowshiped by the 
board and committee in charge. 


RULE OF PROCEDURE 

Brother A (seriously concerned) goes 
to Brother B alone and makes a serious, 
earnest effort to effect terms of recon- 
ciliation and fellowship. If he is suc- 
cessful, all is well and the matter goes 
no further. On the other hand, if he 
doesn’t succeed, because of what he 
terms obstinacy and unreasonableness on 
the part of Brother B, he (Brother A) 
goes back again along with one or two 
others of the brethren, Brothers C and D. 
The second effort is made. If it is suc- 
cessful, all is well and the matter goes no 
further, but in the event the second ef- 
fort is of no avail, a charge preferred 
against Brother B by Brother A is in or- 
der and the case can quickly be disposed 
of one way or the other by the board, for 
the very fact that the committee of one 
or two who went along with Brother A 
to assist in effecting reconciliation ‘and 
fellowship is present to make known all 
the facts relative to the case. This being 
done, the board passes the sentence. If 
this sentence is ignored, proper proce- 
dure would be excommunication. How- 
ever, it could so happen that the board 
would, after a thorough hearing of all 
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evidence produced in the case on both 
sides, decide in favor of Brother B or 
that both were equally at fault and that 
one had gone as far toward doing the 
right thing, so far, as the other. If so, 
the board could, with reference to either 
one or both, prescribe the terms of re- 
conciliation and fellowship. If either re- 
fused to concede to their prescribed 
terms, excommunication would be in or- 
der. 

As in Example 1, if the parties con- 
cerned were sisters of the church, the 
procedure would be the same. In either 
example the committee appointed by the 
moderator or the one chosen by Brother 
A could be composed of men or women, 
or both. But unless, under certain un- 
usual circumstances of which, in your 
judgment, a committee of sisters would 
better serve the purpose, I would sug- 
gest a committee of brethren. 

For further information, especially in 
regard to right of appeal on the part of 
a dissatisfied complainant or defendant, 
see Minutes of last General Assembly. 

The general outline of instruction rel- 
ative to the scriptural attitude and quali- 
fications of a good minister, and proper 
procedure in their official work is very 
similar and applicable to all alike, 
whether general, state, district, or local 
overseer. For any information regarding 
their official duties and powers, sce 
Minutes of last General Assembly.

EIGHT IN ONE
